Growers, researchers 
battle aphid in lettuce

(This is the final part of a two-part 
series). 
About the only defense a fanner has 
against the European Lettuce Root 
Aphid at this point in time is hope. 
Three years after the tiny insect 
first began making its presence felt in 
Lompoc Valley lettuce fields, there 
have been no major breakthroughs in 
research towards a means of control. 
That may be about to change. 
By the time the aphid was identified 
as the source of the lettuce problems 
in mid-summer 1973, it was too late in 
the growing season to get any real 
research under way. 
But since then, a lot of time and 
money has gone into looking for one 
or more means of controlling the 
pest. 
The University of California, work­ 
ing with the SanU Barbara County 
Farm Advisers Office, has Jumped 
into the prcrt)lem with both feet and 
has worked in several different direc­ 
tions at once. 
According to Jim Cobum, manager 
of Coastal Ag-Chemical Co. and one of 
the few men with a good overall 
knowledge of the situation, “ the un­ 
iversity has just done a hell of a job.” 
“ Five different people in the un­ 
iversity system have and are working 
on various areas of the problem,” he 
said. 
Last year, the university and farm 
advisers office ran all kinds of tests, 
trying to find what chemicals would 
affect the aphids while they wintered 
in the Lombardy Poplars and which, 
if any, would do any good «ice the 
aphids were in the field 
Last year, they worked with 15 dif­ 
férât chemicals in the fields but 
failed to get enough information from 
the infested plots to come up with any 
concrete conclusions. 
Some chemicals were found to work 
on the insect while in the poplar, its 
primary host. But there are other 
problems with the trees. 
Most of the poplars are in residen­ 
tial areas, which make highly toxic 
chemicals impractical for the most 
part. The trees are scattered all 
around town and oftentimes the 
owners don’t want them sprayed. 
And as farm adviser Marvin Snyder 
noted, spraying a 50-foot tree is a tall 
order. 
Two researchers at the University 
of California Riverside are currently 
working in several different areas on 
possible solutions to the problem. 
Dr. George Kennedy and Dr. Nick 
Tescano of the Entomology Depart- 
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RESEARCH is currently under way to find a means of con­ 
trolling these little pests, lettuce root aphids, by chemical 
means. The aphids pose a threat to the valley’s annual multi­ 
million dollar lettuce crop. The aphids shown here have been 
enlarged many times. 


ment at Riverside are conducting 
several experiments related to com­ 
bating the aphids. 
Kennedy is researching the 
behavior patterns of the insect. 
Through monitoring wind and 
temperature conditions as well as 
movements of the aphids, he hopes to 
determine the best times to spray the 
trees for maximum effectiveness. 
He also hopes to learn more about 
the biology of the aphid, such as 
whether it has to go to the lettuce or if 
it can stay in the tree all year round. 
Aphid resistant varieties of lettuce 
are also being looked into. 
“ We’re evaluating several varieties 
for resistance. We have a couple of 
varieties from England that are sup­ 
posed to be resistant to the aphids. 
Some of them are planted now,” Ken­ 
nedy said. 


Kennedy says the climate in 
England is similar to Lompoc’s and 
for that reason he thinks such 
varieties of head lettuce may work 
here. They are planted in the area and 
will be evaluated in the next month or 
so to determine the results. 
“ We’ve never grown them here 
before so we don’t know what they’ll 
be like,” he said. 
Tescano is working with pesticides. 
He is looking for a chemical to put in 
the soil that will be drawn into the 
root system and take care of the 
aphids. 
“ Last year, we found a couple of 
compounds, Orthine and Thiodan, 
that worked reasonably well on the 
trees. We think Orthine might work in 
the field but we have to test it to find 
out,” Tescano said.

President ends five-nation tour 


Japan to accede 
to terrorists holding 
hostages in embassy 


BELGRADE (U PI) - President Ford 
ended his 10-day, five-nation European 
tour to^y and flew back to Washington. 
He urged “ moderation and flexibility” in 
Middle East negotiations lest h(^>es for 
world peace vanish in the struggle 
between Arab and Jew. 
Ford’s whirlwind trip of friendship and 
summitry took him to Bonn, Warsaw, 
Helsinki, Bucharest and Belgrade. He 
discussed world problems with U.S. 
allies and with Insiders of Iron Curtain 
countries. And he headed back to 
Washington for important Ulks Tuesday 
with Japanese Prime Minister Takeo 
Miki. 
His two days of talks with Yugoslav 
President Josip Broz Tito were 
described as “ cordial, (^ n and con­ 
structive,” although there apparently 
was no major new ground broken. The 
discussions centered on the Mideast, 
Cyprus and the disintegrating world 
economic situation. 
Tito stunned reporters and apparently 
took Ford by surprise by saying after the 
talks that his position and Ford’s on the 
Middle East “ are quite identical.” 


'The White House quickly denied there 
had been any change in U.S. policy and 
said Ford had not adopted Tito’s hard­ 
line Dolicv toward Israel. 
Although his wife Betty and Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger were visibly 
tired by the rigors of the journey, Ford 
himself shrugged off any weariness and 
rose early. 
Under overcast skies, he jogged 
through the sloping, scuptured gardens 
of the presidential palace overlooking 
the Danube, then swam eight quick laps 
in a pool on the palace grounds in water 
that was 62 degrees. “ Cool ... a little 
brisk,” he told reporters. 
His busy last day included — besides 
his early morning physical feats — a 
breakfast meeting with Premier Dzemal 
Bijedic and a ceremony in which he 
planted a four-foot Colorado white fir as 
a “ tree of peace” in a Belgrade park. 
Then came his talks with Tito, who has 
been critical of Israel. The Yugoslav 
president startled reporters and appar­ 
ently the White House by saying his 
views and Ford’s on the Middle East 
“ are quite identical.” 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen hastened 
to assure reporters “ there is no change” 
in the U.S. position on the Middle East. 
‘"The United States is encouraged that 
President Tito, as a leader of the non- 
aligned world, does have an apparent 
positive attitude toward our views,” 
Nessen said. 
And Kissinger reiterated that Ford has 
not changed U.S. policy. "Our views are 
well known,” he said. “ We have not 
changed. He was perhaps understanding 
our policy better.” 
Ford’s plea for moderation came as 
Kissinger worked on the sidelines of of­ 
ficial meetings to steer Egypt and Israel 
toward a second-stage Sinai disengage­ 
ment agreement. 
Kissinger received a personal report 
Sunday night from Hermann F. Eilts, 
U.S. ambassador in Cairo, on Egypt’s 
response to the latest Israeli disengage­ 
ment proposals. Kissinger will meet in 
Washington Tuesday with Israeli 
Ambassador Simcha Dinitz to try to 
move the negotiations forward. 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia (U PI) - 
Japan announced it would meet the de­ 
mands of the Japanese Red Army 
terrorist group which shot its way into 
the U.S. Embassy here today, seized 40 
to 50 hostages including five Americans 
and threatened to kill them. 
The dreaded terrorist group demanded 
the release of seven Red Army men 
jailed for their parts in massacres, 
hijackings and other violent acts in Asia, 
Europe and the Middle East. They also 
asked for a Japan Air Line DCS to fly 
them to refuge in a country of their 
choice — pr(^ably the Middle East. 
Hiromori Kawashima, Deputy Chief 
Cabinet Secretary, told a news con­ 
ference in Tokyo that “ priority must be 
given to the protection of lives ... and 
(the government) is ready to accept the 
demand.” The Red Army already had 
killed a Malaysian policeman and 
grounded another in seizing the embassy. 
The Swedish Foreign Minister in 
Stockholm earlier had sent a message to 
Japan urging it to take “ any steps that 
can be made” to save the lives of the 
hostages. 
Japanese government officials said 
Japan Air Lines has been asked to ready 
a DCS jetliner at Tokyo International 
Airport to depart for Kuala Lumpur. 
The o ffic ia ls at the special 
headquarters set up at the prime 
minister’s office said the Japanese am­ 
bassador to Malaysia was in contact with 
terrorists to confirm their demands. 
The officials said the Malaysian 
government has been informed of 
Japan’s intention to follow Kuala Lum­ 
pur’s judgment with regard to the 
terrorists’ demand. 
JA L said it has set up an “ emergency 
bureau” at its operation center at tl№ 
airport to coordinate with thp govern­ 
ment in dealing with the situation. 
The terrorist demands also included a 
helicopter to fly them from the roof of 
the embassy building to the waiting DCS. 
In Washington, where Japanese Prime 


Trustees set 
to act on 
final budget 


Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District are expected to give final ap­ 
proval to the 1975-76 budget tomorrow, 
that calls for the expenditure of about $17 
million and a tax rate of $5.34 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. 
Meanwhile, sources close to both 
teachers and administration revealed 
that the Certificated Employe Council, 
CEC, and assistant Supt. Alice Milligan 
will meet on Aug. 11 to make one last 
stab at resolving salary differences. If 
they fail to reach an agreement, the dis­ 
pute will be thrown into the lap of a 
three-member fact-finding panel for a 
no-binding-on-either party ruling. Oie of 
the panel members will be chosen by the 
CEC, one by the school board and toose 
two will select the third. Bill Yates, 
president of the CEC, said he will seek 
board concurrence for using an official 
of California Conciliation Service as the 
third member. 
The budget and tax rate are based on 
assessed valuation of $86.690 million, a 
figure that is up about 8.8 per cent over 
the assessed valuation of last year. 
Included in the budget total is an approx­ 
imate six per cent salary and fringe 
benefit increase for all personnel. 
Still to be resolved are impending 
allocations for a special reserve fund of 
$1,6 million that the district received 
about a year and a half ago as a result of 
a successful lawsuit against the state. 
The meeting is scheduled for 
tomorrow, 7 p.m. in Central Administra­ 
tion Building, 1301 North A St.

Minister Takeo Miki is on an official 
state visit, the Japanese Embassy issued 
a statement regarding the decision to 
comply with the terrorist demands. 
“ 'The prime minister has agreed Uiat 
the Japanese government, from the 
basic position of placing top priority on 
the respect for human life, will ac­ 
commodate the demands of the 
terrorists in accordance with the judg­ 
ment and policy of the Malaysian 
government and take the seven whom 
the terrorists are demanding to 
Malaysia,” the statement said. 
The Japanese government set up a 
special office in Tokyo to deal with the 
incident and accused the extremists of 
carrying out the attack to undermine the 
talks beginning in Washington Tuesday 
between President Ford and Japanese 
Premier Takeo Miki. 
The Red Army group, which has 
carried out such acts of violence as the 


Lod massacre that killed 26 persons at 
the Tel Aviv international airport in 1972, 
demanded the release of seven members 
of their group and a Japanese Air Line 
DC8 plane to fly them to safety. 
The terrorists threatened to begin 
shooting their hostages by 5:20 p.m. 
(5:50 a.m. EDT) unless the Japanese 
government accepted their demands. 
Japanese officials were in telephone con­ 
tact with the terrorists and the deadline 
passed without the feared mass execu­ 
tion. 
The terrorists did fire two shots iq)w 
the street below to emphasize their 
determination, hitting near a firetruck 
and scattering a dozen reporters and 
photographers standing nearby. They 
had wounded two Malaysian guards, one 
fatally, when they shot their way into the 
12-story building earlier and hit another 
policeman when they fired out the win- 
downs later. 
River park project 


plan before Council 


A detailed development plan for the 
Santa Ynez River Park will come before 
the City Council for approval tomorrow 
night along with a proposal to set up a 
parking lot to serve the South H Street 
business district and a staff request that 
the city apply for $89,000 in federal funds 
for the Downtown Revitalization 
Project. 
The public council session will com­ 
mence at 7:30 p.m. in the council 
chambers at City Hall. 119 West Walnut 
Ave. 
The detailed park development plan 
comes to the council for approval follow­ 
ing a July 17 decision by the city En­ 
vironmental Quality Committee that the 
development will have ik) significant en­ 
vironmental impact. This means that a 
full environmental impact report on the 
park project will not have to be drawn 
up. 
Maps of the proposed development of 
45 acres within the rambling Й0 park 
acreage call for plantings of approx­ 
imately 350 trees of 36 species and 
amenities such as a day camp and play 
and an equestrian area, group picnic 
areas, natural areas, a sand pit and two 
vista points. Parking for 120 cars is in­ 
digated in the plans. 
The rest of the 250 acres will be criss­ 
crossed with equestrian trails, according 
to the plan, and there will be two remote 
sites set aside for equestrian tie up and 
picnic areas. The total park acreage 
reaches from south of Highway 246 to 
north of the A Street crossing to 
McLaughlin Road, following the 
meandering course of the Santa Ynez 
River. North of the A Street crossing, 
acreage has also been set aside in the 
plan as a motorcycle riding area. 
Adding to these proposed plans, the en­ 
vironmental quality committee will also 
recommend to the council that an ad­ 
ditional restroom be installed in the 
northwestern portion of the park and 
than an emergency telephone be located 
near an equestrian area. 
The council tomorrow will be asked to 
approve the park plans as submitted and 
also to acquire additional property for 
the park and for an access road through 
the city’s power of eminent domain. 
In other business, the council will con­ 
sider the proposal of downtown 


merchant George Gransie for a land­ 
scaped parking lot at 135 South H St to 
be developed by the city and repaid by 
Gransie and John Bradley, co-owners of 
the property. Both are also co-owners of 
the Lompoc Furniture Mart, located on 
South H Street. According to the 
proposed agreement between the two 
and the city, the city would develop the 
facility and its cost would be spread out 
over 40 quarterly payments. 
In Uie wake of an environmental im­ 
pact assessment completed by the city 
Community Development Dept. A1 
Autry, director of that department, will 
ask the council tomorrow night to ask the 
federal government to release $89,000 in 
Community Development Block Gra’it 
funds for the downtown project. 
Reviewing a matter that has been post- 
poifed twice, the five council members 
tomorrow night will also pass on the ap­ 
peal of former Lompoc Police officer 
William Landreth of a three-day suspen­ 
sion meted out last year by Police Chief 
James Smith. 
TTie City Personnel Appeals Board 
June 19 sided with Smith’s action but 
recommended that the matter be 
strickened from Landreth’s personnel 
record. Landreth resigned from the 
department after the incident. 
Both City Attorney Alan Davidson and 
city personnel officer Ric Rea have op­ 
posed expunging records of the dis­ 
ciplinary action from the former of­ 
ficer’s files.

FBI probes Hoffa mystery 
after extortion demands

DETROIT (U PI) - The FB I today 
moved in to take control of the investiga­ 
tion into the disappearance of former 
Teamsters President James Hoffa. Ex­ 
tortion demands received during the 
weekend turned it into a federal case. 
Authorities declined to disclose the 
nature of the demands, and there was no 
official indication Hoffa was still alive 
and being held for ransom. 
Hoffa has been missing since Wednes­ 
day, when he was last seen outside a 
restaurant where he had told his family 
he was meeting three men for lunch. 
The ejttortion demands gave federal 
agents the violation of federal law they 
needed to actively enter the case. The 
FBI took over from a two-man local 
detective bureau. 
FB I director Clarence Kelley issued a 
statement in Washington Sunday saying 
“ extortion communications have been 
received in connection with the disap­ 
pearance of Hoffa and accordingly the 
FBI is assuming jurisdiction.” 


One FBI source said two notes had 
been received, one by the family and one 
by a Hoffa associate, both saying: “ You 
saw what happened to him. You’re 
next.” 
But Hoffa’s daughter, Mrs. Barbara 
Crancer. said the demands Kelley 
referred to “did not involve members of 
the family.” 
Mrs. Crancer had appealed to Kelley 
for FBI help Friday. 
“ We certainly appreciate everything 
the local police have done.” she said. 
“ But now you need the federal 
government.” 
Rumors abounded as to the reasons for 
Hoffa’s disappearance. At Uie center of 
most of them was Hoffa’s bid to regain 
union power — an attempt that has been 
marked with scattered violence in Hof­ 
fa’s old springboard to international 
power. Local 299. 
Hoffa was last seen Wednesday after­ 
noon standing outside a fashionable 
Bloomfield Township restaurant.

According to Tescano, 
Orthine is a granular compound 
that can be applied in the field 
as a side dressing next to the 
lettuce plants that would be 
drawn into the ropt system. 
Thiodan is a spray that will not 
penetrate the soil, so is of no 
use in the field. 
Even if Orthine proves to 
cure the aphid problem it may 
be some time before it’s readily 
available. Tescano says it is 
currently an unregistered 
pesticide. To get it registered 
for use will require approval 
from the Environm ental 
Protection Agency and other 
government regulatory goups. 
This will necessitate gather­ 
ing a great deal of data which 
could take a couple of years. 
One of the key bits of informa­ 
tion will be whether or not 
residues of the chemical are 
left in the lettuce. 
Tests with Orthine pri^ably 
will begin this week. Tescano 
said varying rates of applica­ 
tion will be tried to determine 
which yields the best results. 
Even if methods of controll­ 
ing the aphids chemically both 
in the field and on the trees can 
be worked out. it will not be an 
ideal situation. Chemical treat­ 
ments are expensive, con- 
tintKMis and with trees often im­ 
practical. 
However, there is a cheap, 
lasting solution. As Dr. Ken­ 
nedy put it, ‘‘the simplest solu- 
ti(Hi, biologically speaking, is to 
get rid of the poplars. Get rid of 
the poplars and you get rid of 
the aphids.” 
The aphid needs both lettuce 
and Lombardy p<^lars to sur­ 
vive. It spends the fall, winter 
and spring months in the pop­ 
lars going through various

stages of reproduction. Then 
during the summer moves into 
the fields. 
It’s not a tremendously pop­ 
ular solution, but experience 
has shown it works. According 
to Kennedy the Salinas area fin­ 
ally banneil Lombardies at one 
time and got rid of all of them. 
For a long time they had no 
aphid problems but the trees 
are 
g rad u ally 
being 
reintroduced and with them the 
aphids. 
The problem also figures to 
start cropping up in Santa 
Maria in №e near future since 
its lettuce acreage is expanding 
and there are plenty of poplars 
around. 
According to farm adviser 
Snyder, at one time a large field 
of lettuce was decimated by the 
insects. Yet when a grove of 
poplars across the street was 
removed the problem ceased to 
exist. 
When the problem first arose 
here the growers made plans to 
buy all Lombardies in this area, 
have them pulled out, and 
replace them with a tree of 
equivalent value, according to 
Coburn. 
He said the growers made a 
survey finding the location of 
every Lombai^y in town. 
The plan fell through, Coburn 
said.'when the county would not 
place a quarantine on the trees, 
preventing them from being im­ 
ported. 
The quarantine is absolutely 
necessary, he said, because the 
tree is popular for a couple of 
reasons. It doesn’t shed its 
leaves, it makes a good 
windbreak and is cheap. 
‘‘You can get the trees from 
the Michigan Bulb Co. for fifty 
cents apiece. Sometimes 
they’re advertised in the Sun­ 
day supplement of the new­ 
spaper at 20 for $5.” Coburn 
said. 
The Lombardy elimination 
plan isn’t dead. 'The growers 
are formally requesting a 
quarantine, a requirement they 
hadn’t filed in the past, due to a 
lack of communication, ac­ 
cording to Coburn. 
The county quarantine of­ 
ficer, Kathy Meehan, said the 
situation in Lompoc is being 
evaluated and a quarantine is 
under consideration. 
If the growers go through 
with their plan, Coburn thinks it 
will be a small price to pay to 


be rid of the aphids. 
‘‘Even if it cost the growers 
$5,000 it would be cheap, very 
cheap,” he said. 
So for now the poplars are 
still around and with them the 
destructive little aphids. 
But at some future point it 
looks as if the lettuce growers 
might have something going for 
them besides luck.

pressing issues 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Legislators, fresh back from a 
month-long recess, today faced 
the pressing problems of public 
school finance and collective 
bargaining for 1.5 million state 
and local government em­ 
ployes. 
Sponsors of a measure 
(SB220), which is designed to 
provide schools with $172 
million to fight rising costs, 
said if attendance is good they 
would seek a vote today in the 
Assembly and Senate. 
The measure was defeated in 
both houses just before the 
legislature recessed for its 
summer break. Proponents 
said they would ask for 
reconsideration of the vote. 
The Assembly also faces a 
crucial vote, possibly today, 
which could decide the fate of 
collective bargaining legisla­ 
tion for public employes for this 
year. 
The measure (AB119), a com­ 
promise between labor and 


management, did not meet the 
pre-vacation deadline for com­ 
mittee approval and now needs 
a two-thirds vote in order to 
have the rules waived so it can 
become law this January. 
The legislature now plans to 
work for six weeks and adjourn 
for the year by Sept. 15. 
Senate Education Committee 
Chairman Albert S. Rodda, 
chief author of the school 
finance measure, and his As­ 
sembly counterpart, Leroy F. 
Greene, both Sacramento 
Democrats, expressed guarded 
optimism about the b ill's 
prospects for passage 
It would provide $115 million 
in state money and $57 million 
in additional funds from proper­ 
ty taxpayers. Roughly it would 
amount to $28 extra in state aid 
for each student attending 
public schools. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
has not yet revealed how much 
money he would allow, if any, 
for schools to fight inflation.

Gurney jury still 


deliberating case 


TAMPA, Fla. (U PI) - After 
a full week of jury deliberations 
in his federal bribery-conspira- 
cy trial, former U.S. Sen. 
Edward Gurney’s future was 
still undecided. 
The jury of six men and six 
women, who spent five months 
listening to testimony involving 
a $400,000 political shakedown 
scheme, worked during the 
weekend but took time off to at­ 
tend church services Sunday 
morning. 
They returned in the early 
afternoon and huddled until 5:30 
p.m. — without reaching a ver­ 
dict. 
With more than 42 hours of 
formal deliberations behind it, 
the jury returns today for 
further consideration of 
charges against the first U.S. 
senator to be indicted in office 
in 50 years. 
Gurney, a 61-year-old Repub­ 
lican who became a familiar 
face to television viewers dur­ 
ing the Senate Watergate com­ 
mittee hearings, has been 


spending more time in the 
courthouse the last few days. 
His two daughters, Jill Holt 
and Sarah Stoner have kept him 
company in a room set aside for 
the defense team on the third 
floor of the post office building. 
Gurney is charged with con­ 
spiracy in an influence peddling 
scheme involving the Federal 
Housing Administration. He 
also is charged with bribery, 
receiving unlawful compensa­ 
tion and four counts of making 
false statements to a grand 
jury 
On trial with Gurney are his 
former aide Joseph Bastien, 
charged with conspiracy and 
receiving unlawful compensa­ 
tion, and suspended FHA of­ 
ficials Ralph Koontz and K. 
Wayne Swiger, each charged 
with conspiracy. 
Sunday afternoon U.S. Dis­ 
trict Judge Ben Krentzman was 
sent his fifth note from the jury. 
Like the others, it prompted a 
private meeting with prosecu­ 
tion and defense attorneys.

Kunstler 


thrown out 


of court 


RALEIGH, N.C. (UPI) — Ac­ 
tivist attorney William M. 
Kunstler was thrown out of the 
courtroom today by Superior 
Court Judge Hamilton H. 
Hobgood at the start of the 
fourth week of the Joan Little 
murder trial. 
Kunstler was removed by 
chief Wake County sheriff’s 
deputy Lester Kelly after a 
heated exchange with Hobgood 
and placed in the Wake County 
Jail on the fifth floor of the 
courthouse, two floors above 
the courtroom. He was expect­ 
ed to be charged with contempt 
of court. 
The exchange began with a 
request from Jerry Paul, the 
head of Miss Little’s defense 
team, that Kunstler be allowed 
to enter the case. Miss Little, a 
21-year-old black, is charged 
with the murder of white jailer 
Clarence Alligood, who she says 
sexually assaulted her. 
Hobgood denied the motion at 
the discretion of the court 
"because you already have six 
lawyers, Mr. Paul.” 
Paul asked for a hearing on 
the motion as Kunstler, who 
had stepped forward to be in­ 
troduced, stood near the front 
of the courtroom at a wooden 
rail. 
"We will not have a hearing, 
Mr. Paul,” the judge said. 
Kunstler, sunglasses perched 
atop his head, glared at the 
judge. 
"Thank you, judge. I’m glad 
to see the quality of justice has 
not improved in North Caroli­ 
na,” Kunstler said. 
"One more comment like 
that, Mr. Kunstler, and you will 
be on the fifth floor,” said 
Hobgood. 
"Take me up there,” said 
Kunstler. "I think what you’re 
doing is outrageous.” 
Hobgood then looked at Kelly 
and said, "Take him out.” 
Prosecution attorneys plan­ 
ned to introduce articles of 
clothing found at the murder 
scene that belonged to Miss Lit­ 
tle and the victim as testimony 
entered the second week today. 


Gov. Edwin Edwards called 
it “ a living, shining star.” 
Trumpeter A1 Hirt said it was 
"an incredible facility.” 
Their opinions were voiced by 
many of the thousands of 
persons who attended an open 
house at the $163.5 million 
stadium and convention com­ 
plex Sunday. It was the first 
time the still uncompleted 
stadium had been opened to the 
public. 
"It’s like another world,” 
commented John Ferguson, 24, 
an art history student at Tulane 
University who was among the 
crowds of rubber-neckers 
roaming the wide ramps, peek­ 
ing into the locker rooms and 
testing the seats. 
The crowds climbed to the 
highest seats, 140 feet above the 
floor, and watched as the giant 
22-by-26-foot television screens 
gave them a close-up color view 
of the speakers and musicians 
on the field.

Nixon in interview 


on S. Vietnam fate 


NEW YORK (U PI) - For­ 
mer President Richard Nixon 
feels "South Vietnam would 
not have gone down the drain” 
if he had not had to contend 
w ith 
W atergate, Tim e 
magazine says in its current is­ 
sue. 
Referring to a conversation 
he had with one of his former 
political advisers, Harry Dent, 
the magazine said Nixon thinks 
"the Communists were never 
sure just how he would react,” 
and therefore would have been 
leery of testing his intentions. 
"South Vietnam would not 
have gone down the drain if I 
hadn’t had my problem,” Nixon 
is quoted as saying. 


The magazine said Nixon has 
developed high blood pressure 
and continues to take daily in­ 
jections of antiooagulant drugs 
to prevent any more attacks of 
phlebitis. 
He has bouts with self pity 
and feels he has been deserted 


by friends, Time reports. He 
considers himself a victim 
rather than the villain in the 
Watergate affair, and puts the 
blame on political enemies, the 
media and bad advice from his 
onetime aides. 
Nixon is working on his 
memoirs and has written ap­ 
proximately 100,000 words that 
take him up to 1946 and for 
which he has already received 
an advance of $350,000 from 
New York’s Warner Paperback 
Library. When 200 pages are 
completed he will receive 
$350,000 more, according to his 
agent Irving Lazar. 
He plays golf once a week 
"happy as hell” when he breaks 
100, and takes walks along the 
ocean, for relaxation. However, 
Time says, he spends most of 
his mornings working on his 
book. One of his former 
speechwriters, Franklin Gan­ 
non, is helping him with the 
writing and also organizes the 
research.

Little time left 


to see new comet 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
There are only two weeks left to 
catch a glimpse of the 
Kobayashi-Berger-Milon com­ 
et as it streaks by the earth 
before heading closer to the sun 
where it will be almost impossi­ 
ble to see. 
"It is brightening,” said 
Marvin Mayo, a Los Angeles 
astronomer. "The next two 
weeks should offer a better 
view of the comet. How much 
better, I don’t know. You can’t 
make definite estimates be­ 
cause each comet is unique.” 
Mayo said the comet was 
visible to the unaided eye in 
areas away from city lights this 
weekend, and could be seen in 
the city with the aid of 
binoculars. 
"It’s developing a tail and is 
approaching the sun,” he said.

Northwest 
Airlines reached agreement 
with four other labor unions in 
the first six months of 1975 
without hint of a strike,”

"It is tragic that the pilots’ 
union had launched this irre­ 
sponsible and illegal action that 
will cause great harm to so 
many people. The blame is 
clearly theirs,” he said.

Depending on both govern­ 
ment decisions and outside fac­ 
to rs, they indicated, the 
country could continue a steady 
recovery, lapse back into reces-

Arthur Bums, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve, said the 
grain sales will drive up con­ 
sumer food prices in the fall. 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon says higher food and fuel 
costs would cut into auto sales 
and new home purchases, 
hurting two key segments of the 
economy. 
Even the threat of new price 
rises may dull consumer con­ 
fidence, which perked up in 
July after more than a year on 
the wane, according to the 
Conference Board, a private 
research organization. 
Both Simon and Chairman 
Alan Greenspan of the Presi­ 
dent’s economic advisers said 
new inflation could spur unem­ 
ployment, which abated after 
2.6 million workers lost their 
jobs between October and 
March. 
Simon and Greenspan said 
the Wholesale Price Index, to 
be reported Friday, will rise for 
only the third time in the past 
eight months. 
188 Moroccans die 
in jetliner crash 


AGADIR, Morocco (UPI) — 
The chartered Boeing 707 
jetliner carrying immigrant 
Moroccan workers was only 
two minutes from touchdown 
when the pilot, on his first flight 
to A pdir, apparently became 
lost in a dense fog. 
Moments later the plane sl­ 
ammed into a remote moun­ 
tainside, exploded and burned, 
killing all 188 persons aboard. 
The impact broke the four- 
engine jet into pieces and ig­ 
nited a forest fire that raged 
over ten acres. 
Officials said the crash Swi- 
day was the fourth worst dis­ 
aster in aviation history. 
The plane, owned by the 
Jordan airline Alia and chart­ 
ered to Royal Air Maroc, left 
Paris before dawn for the 
three-hour flight to Agadir. All 
but four of the passengers were 
Moroccan workers returning 
home for the August vacation 
period. 
Officials said they were hard­ 
working Berber tribesm en 
from the Agadir region who 
carried hundreds of thousands 
of francs in savings for their 
families back home. 
The plane also carried four 
British passengers, six Jordani­ 
an crewmen and a Finnish 
stewardess. 
The jet disappeared from 
Agadir airport control tower 
radar screens two minutes 
before the scheduled landing 
time. A control tower official 
reported a normal conversation 
with the pilot with no hints of 


trouble moments before the 
crash. 
Aviation officials in Morocco 
said it was the first time the 
pilot had flown to Agadir air­ 
port. They said he was on the 
wrong axis in his approach to 
the landing strip. 
"If he had been on the prq;)er 
axis there would not have been 
a mountain in front of him," 
one official said. 
First reports said the pilot 
got lost in the dense fog. 
Investigators were searching 
the wreckage for the pilot’s 
"black box” of tape recorded 
messages. 
The plane slammed into the 
edge of the Great Atlas moun­ 
tain range near the tiny moun­ 
tain town of Imzizen, 30 miles 
northeast of Agadir, an Atlantic 
coastal city in southern Moroc­ 
co.

Dracula 


SINAIA. Romania, (UPI) — 
Henry Kissinger sat in the cas­ 
tle in the land of Dracula and 
said "no” to President Ford. 
The President had invited the 
secretary of state to join him in 
attending Romanian Orthodox 
services at the Sinaia monas­ 
tery in the Carpathian Alps of 
southern Transylvania. 
"I’m beyond salvation,” said 
Kissinger. 
Here, where the legendary 
Count Dracula indulged his 
bloodthirst on mountain mai­ 
dens, a day of talks between 
Ford and Romanian President 
Nicolae Ceausescu included 
some moments outside the 
pomp and circum stance of 
protocol: 
Ford spotted the red plush 
and throne bed sleeping cham­ 
ber in Pelisor Castle, weekend 
hideaway of the late King Carol 
and his good friend Magda 
Lepescu. 


"Look. The royal bedcham­ 
ber,” said the President with a 
grin. Kissinger promptly asked 
with a smile if Ford would 
please appoint him envoy to 
Romania so he could savor the 
joys of Pelisor Ford did not 
grant the boon. 


Ceausescu tut-tutted Kissin­ 
ger’s mock admiration for 
royal living. The Romanian 
Communist leader said mo­ 
narchical sympathies would 
give Kissinger trouble with the 
American press. The secretary 
shook his head 
"I control it.” Kissinger said. 
"My father keeps track of all 
newsmen who write critically 
of me and tears their clippings 
out of his scrapbook. None of 
them wants to lose their place 
in history.” 


Butz 'ticked off' over 
food price hike charge 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Agriculture SecreUry E trl Butz 
says he is "ticked off” at charges that food prices will in­ 
crease because of the new sales of grain to the Soviet Union. 
Using a 39-cent loaf of bread as a stage prop, Butz said 
Sunday the cost of food will rise no more than 2 per cent the 
rest of this year because of farm prices and that any greater 
increase would be for nonfarm reasons, such as manufactur­ 
ing, distributing and retailing. 
Butz appeared on CBS’ "Face the Nation” and said most of 
the grain price increase resulting from the Soviet sale "is 
behind us” because the trading was long expected. 
He pulled the bread, bearing a "Safeway” label, from 
beneath his desk, unwrapped it and explained that only about 
one-sixth of the loaf’s cost came from wheat. Butz said the 
loaf contained 18 slices. 
He took three slices and said "that’s what ^ e farmer put 
Into that loaf of bread.” 
Still pointing occasionally to the bread, Butz said, "I get 
ticked off a bit right now with everybody jumping (Hi this 
sale to the Russians, sayiiu this is going to cause inflation. 
"'The real cause of inflation is the continuing terrible 
deficit in the Congress up here. They’re all jumping on this 
bandwagon now and they’re going to blame this for in­ 
flation.” 
Butz said monetary policies under Federal Reserve chair­ 
man Arthur Bums and a 22 per cent Increase in wages in the 
last three years also could be responsible for higher infla­ 
tion. 
Pointing to the bread slices representing non-farm costs, 
Butz said "the chief part of the 15 slices right there is 
labor.”

ANAHEIM, Calif. (UPI) - Mike

but Boros is the hero 


HARRISON, N Y. (UPI) - Julius 
Boros, the loser, was the real “winner” 
at the Westchester Golf Classic. Tom 
Weiskopf, who wasn’t even around at the 
finish, was the real “loser.” 
And as for Gene Littler, the winner in a 
playoff, well, he was just the forgotten 
man. 
It was the 55-year-old Boros who cap­ 
tured the attention and the empathy of 
the gallery and television fans Sunday 
with a fantastic stretch run, a seven- 
under-par 65 in oppressive 100-degree 
heat that wilted men half his age. Boros 
would have become the oldest winner 
ever on the PGA tour had Littler not 
played just as magnificently. 
But second place was satisfying to 
Boros, the closest he has come to victory 
since winning here in 1968, because, he 
said, “It shows I still play well enough to 
play competitively.” 
Next to Sam Snead, who may be at the 
end of the line at age 63, Boros is the 
oldest regular on the PGA tour. Snead 
has kept going because, he admits quite 
openly, he likes the money. Boros has 
another reason to keep playing. 
“People retire from jobs to be able to 
get out and play golf and fish and this is 
what I do for living—I play golf and fish 
for a living,” Boros said. 
“So, if I retire, what am I gonna retire 
to? I can’t retire and just sit on my 
butt.” 
Weiskopf had led the tourney by seven 
strokes through the first 36 holes, follow­ 
ing a record 66-63 start, and by two after 
54. He had said, “I’ll win, I’ll win,” 
before going out on Sunday, but a final 71 


left him at 272 — one stroke behind Lit­ 
tler, who closed with 66, and Boros. 
“I am one of the five best golfers in the 
world and I’m going to get the last laugh 
on all of them before I quit,” Weiskopf 
said. 
This was the third year in a row 
Weiskopf finished third here. Two years 
ago he lost by making an eight at a par- 
four hole in the final round. Last year a 
challange to Johnny Miller fell short. But 
this time he was confident, riding the 
crest of victory in the Canadian Open and 
looking toward the PGA Championship 
which begins Thursday at Akron, Ohio.

MAUBU, Calif. (UPI) — Little Nicole Donins is still daddy’s

irl — even though she hasn’t seen her father, former world cham- 
on javelin thrower Janis Donins, for 14 months. 
Donins finally joined his wife and daughter here Saturday after a 
lengthy battle to emigrate from Russia. 
‘‘He’s having a wonderful time with his daughter," Kathy Donins 
said. "She’s gotten a lot bigger and of course, now she talks. 
"It’s just the best news, the very best news there could have 
been," Mrs. Donins, 26, said when she heard her husband would be 
arriving at Los Angeles International Airport this weekend. 
"But I think I always knew that he’d be able to leave Russia and 
come to us." 
The Donins met in 1969 while she was a student at the University 
of Southern California. Donins was a member of the USSR track 
and field team touring America. 
He returned to the United States on a visit in 1971 and proposed to 
Kathy. They were married in the Soviet Union in January, 1972. A 
year later, their daughter was bom ’ 
Mrs. Donins and Nicole left the Soviet Union in June, 1974. She 
said her husband tried to follow them, but was denied an exit visa 
because he was serving in the military. 
Donins, who set a 293 feet, 1 inch javelin throwing record in the 
1971 USA-USSR track meet, finally received an exit visa last May. 
He flew to Rome last week and called his wife. 
Mrs. Donins said Soviet officials gave no reason for their change 
of heart about the visa, but she said she thinks the massive press 
coverage and public opinion did much to sway the decision. 
“The Soviet Union was getting so much opinion from the United 
States, they finally decided to let him go," she said. 
Mrs. Donins, who learned to speak Russian while a Slavic 
Studies major at USC, said they have some time to make up before 
her husband looks for work. He hopes to get a job as a coach. She 
said her husband has the equivalent of an American master’s 
degree in physical education from a European sports institution.

The gradual rejection of Solzhenitsyn 
by the American intellectual establish­ 
ment was predictable. For one thing he is 
entirely independent, moving through 
the cosmopolitan scene without tripping 
over any of the lilliputian nets that en­ 
snare most of us. Now Newsweek 
Magazine has come up with the killer 
designation: "The ex­ 
ile found himself ig­ 
nored by some influen- 
tial lib era ls and 
embraced — apparent­ 
ly to his discomfort — 
by the conservative 
right." If only they 
can thus taxonomize 
him — a member of 
the conservative right 
— they can pin him up 
in a showcase along 
with the rare and 
grotesque butterflies, 
let him go on there with his writhings 
and — forget about him. 
The extensive story in Newsweek does 
not tell us just how Solzhenitsyn is em­ 
barrassed by the support given to him by 
the conservative right. When he insisted 
that Senator James Buckley of New 
York be invited to hear his speech in 
Manhattan, he was hardly shrinking 
from an association with the right. On 
the other hand, his principal sponsors 
were the trade unions, the organized 
voices of the working man — and they 
gave him a tumultuous reception. 
Unremarked in Newsweek. 
"His writings glorify the wisdom of 
the single peasant and the righteousness 
of the most rural communities," wrote 
the editors. So did Thomas Jefferson’s, 
the founder of the Democratic Party. 


A rightist? 


He speaks of the "decadence of 
western society." So does the New York 
Review of Books, Noam Chomsky, and 
Herbert Marcuse. 
"He hates cars and cities." So does 
Ralph Nader. 
"He was shocked to find that interest 
in Soviet affairs seemed to be limited to 
the far right." Well, if that is so, I too am 
shocked. Interest in Soviet affairs was 
very great among the far left during a 
period when much of it was servile to the 
Soviet state. Newsweek seems to be sug­ 
gesting, though I doubt it was inten­ 
tional, that American liberals have lost 
interest in the Soviet Union now that 
they acknowledge it as a slave state bent 
on maintaining the captive nations in 
captivity, and manufacturing more and 
better hydrogen bombs with which to 
threaten us. 
If Solzhenitsyn is a far rightist who ap­ 
peals to the far right, he goes at it in a 
most unorthodox way. Having declared 
that the Russian people are the natural 
allies of the American workers, he com­ 
mented in one of his recent speeches 
about "another alliance — at first glance 
a strange one, a surprising one — but if 
you think about it, in fact one which is 
well-grounded and easy to understand: 
this is the alliance between our Com­ 
munist leaders and your capitalists." 


“ T his a llia n ce is not n e w ,’’ 
Solzhenitsyn reminded his audience. 
"The very famous Armand Hammer, 
who is flourishing here today, laid the 
basis for this when be made the first ex­ 
ploratory trip into Russia, still in Lenin’s 
time, in the very first years of the 
Revolution. He was extremely succes­ 
sful in this intelligence mission and since 
that time for all these fifty years, we 


observe continuous and steady support 
by the businessmen of the west of the 
Soviet Communist leaders." Doesn’t 
sound to me like a typical far right talk... 
Solzhenitsyn went on to discuss a re­ 
cent exhibit of United States anti­ 
criminal technology which the Russians 
bought up with fascination. The dif­ 
ference being that we were selling our 
scientific paraphernalia not to the law 
abiding for use against criminals, but to 
criminals for use against the law 
abiding: rather like inventing a guil­ 
lotine for the purpose of chopping meat, 
and then selling it to Robespierre for 
other uses... 
"This is something which is almost in­ 
comprehensible to the human mind: that 
burning greed for profit which goes 
beyond all reason, all self control, all 
conscience, only to get money." Far 
right talk, to the editors of Newsweek. 
As a veteran of a number of right-wing 
rallies, I take leave to pronounce this as 
an unorthodox way to cement relations 
with the capitalist class. 
What Solzhenitsyn is of course proving 
is that the deep resources of humanity lie 
for the most part in the conservative 
community. This is despicable. Because 
conservatives, by and large, do not 
believe in the shifting standards of right 
and wrong which, for instance, can bring 
a Barbara Tuchman, a James Reston, or 
a John Kenneth Galbraith to travel to 
mainland China and report back their 
boundless enthusiasm for the work of 
Mao Tse-tung. If his tormentors truly 
succeed in identifying Solzhenitsyn as a 
member of the far right, they will suc­ 
ceed in identifying themselves as the 
heartless, mindless robots they, in fact, 
so often are.

As the college years progressed, 
enthusiasm for deferred marriage and 
child-rearing waned. By the senior year, 
half of the women were going steady, 
engaged or already married. 
Indecisiveness in career choice

of the women opted for traditional 
feminine fields.

Planning imbroglio 


That was quite a flap last 
week at the meeting of the 
Fourth Supervisorial District 
Advisory Committee. 
The advisory committee, 
made up of concerned citizens 
on planning appointed by the 
county 
su p erv iso r, 
w as 
formed to provide input to the 
county on local interest in the 
revision of the county’s 
general plan or comprehen­ 
sive plan. The county current­ 
ly has contracted for a half­ 
million dollars with Livingston 
and Blayney consultants to do 
the work. 
The local advisory commit­ 
tee has been meeting for 
sometime to forward their 
recommendations as concerns 


what zonings should be applied 
in the fourth supervisorial dis­ 
trict. * 
At last week’s meeting, a 
map was introduced that, as 
one advisory com m ittee 
member stated, 
‘’doesn’t 
reflect one recommendation 
we’ve made in the two years of 
work.” 
A county planning official, 
Carl Kraemer, agreed that it 
did not reflect any input of the 
local group but stated that the 
map was only a preliminary 
draft plan ‘‘issued premature­ 
ly by the board of super­ 
visors.” 
“We haven’t had a chance ta 
do our staff work,” Kraemer 
stated. “The local committees 


are only advisory. We’re 
recognizing citizen desires, 
but not necessarily acceding to 
them.” 
Our curiosity is definitely 
aroused. If the map presented 
was only a preliminary draft 
plan, isn’t it logical to assume 
that if there is no reflection of 
local input in the preliminary 
plan, it is doubtful that there 
will be much more in a final 
plan?

Also like NCPA, 
these munis have banded together to 
fight differential rates, price squeezes 
and what they allege is anticompetitive 
behavior from the surrounding private 
utility which is both their bulk power 
supplier and chief retail competitor as 
well. 
Edison consolidated its service area in 
the south by purchasing the holdings of 
13 smaller private utility companies in 
1909, much as PG&E did in the north. But 
many of the then existing municipal 
power systems refused to sell. 
As Southern California’s population 
blossomed, its municipal utilities 
became divided into two distinct camps. 
Water was the key to energy in­ 
dependence. Those cities that could get it 
could build their own steam generation 
plants. Those that could not were forced 
to turn to Edison for bulk power supplies 
as their citizens’ demand for power out­ 
stripped U»e capacity of their primitive 
local generating plants. 
The Cities of Pasadena, Glendale, Bur­ 
bank and, of course, Los Angeles, were 
the haves. They continued to generate 
their own power, still do today, and are 
presently searching for and developing 
new generation sources. 
The have-not cities were, and are, the 
Cities of Anaheim (Pop. 190,000), River­ 
side (146,000), Azusa (27,000), Banning 


(14,000) and Colton (21,000). All the 
power these cities sell to their citizens is 
power they buy from Edison and, these 
cities, leaders say, at differential rates 
that threaten to squeeze these municipal 
systems out of business. Lompoc and 
NCPA have made the same complaint 
about rates filed by PG&E and approved 
in Washington. 
Anaheim, Riverside and Banning all 
found themselves tied to all-or-nothing 
power supply contracts with Edison. 
Like NCPA, the three sought to par­ 
ticipate in new Edison generation pro­ 
jects and to be able to wheel (transmit) 
their own power to their citizens from 
remote plants over Edison’s transmis­ 
sion lines. 
Anaheim, for example, was granted 
participation in a federal hydroelectric 
project in Arizona by the federal govern­ 
ment. Participation in the project would 
have meant much lower power costs for 
this city. But Edison refused to recon­ 
sider its exclusive supply contracts with 
the three cities or to allow them to move 
their power over its transmission grid. 
The firm claimed it lacked transmission 
capacity to move the power from 
Arizona to Anaheim. As a result, 
Anaheim was not able to participate in 
the federal project and was forced to pay 
higher rates for power it could only 
purchase from Edison. 
In angry response, the three cities in­ 
tervened in 1971 against Edison’s federal 
license applications to build two more 
nuclear units at its coastal San Onofre 
generating plant, near San Clemente, 
claiming also that Edison denied their 
requests to buy into this project. The trio 
also opposed Edison applications to 
renew hydroelectric contracts and the 
firm’s /request before government 
boards to build a high voltage transmis­ 
sion link with PG&E. The three cities 
contended that Edison was illegally us­ 
ing its regulated monopoly position to 
suffocate and erect barriers to competi­ 
tion from the smaller public utilities. 
The U.S. Supreme Court subsequently 
ruled in the Otter Tail Case that private 
utilities like Edison are subject to the 
federal anti monopoly laws. As a result 
of this case and the legal offensive of 
Anaheim, Riverside and Banning, the 
three cities were granted discovery

rights to Edison’s files. It was at this 
point that Edison agreed to negotiate a 
cracking open of the all-or-nothing con­ 
tracts. Included in the settlement were a 
sizeable cash payment from Edison and 
the cities’ agreement not to press ahead 
with their monopoly complaints. Soon to 
be settled is an "integrated operations 
agreement" allowing the cities wheeling 
rights to Edison’s transmission network 
power reserve sharing options, and an 
option to buy into San Onofre’s expansion 
units 111 and IV. 
Last May, Anaheim voters strongly 
passed a $150 million bond issue to 
launch a number of generation projects. 
The money will go into the San Joaquin 
Nuclear Project, a massive atomic 
power plant being planned by Los 
Angeles, and the San Onofre units, city 
officials say. Along with several coal 
fired generation ventures in Utah, 
Anaheim says the combined generation 
package will mean a 25 per cent 
customer savings in power bills by 1985. 
Riverside expects to join all five of the 
nuclear and coal ventures Anaheim has 
lined up. For the time being, Azusa re­ 
mains on the sidelines of the public 
power generation derby, but Colton is 
considering co-funding a transmission 
line to Riverside to allow it to buy power 
from the larger city instead of from 
Edison. Banning was also offered a share 
of San Onofre and is now investigating a 
joint powers agreement for generation. 
All 16 municipally owned utilities in 
the state that have not generated their 
own power in decades have been active 
to some degree in the campaign for 
recognition as full fledged utilities. So 
far, they appear to be winning.
